Police raided a Wheeling apartment 
Tuesday and apprehended a 22-year- 
old village man charged with at­ 
tempted murder in connection with a 
$23,000 jewelry store robl)ery in Knox­ 
ville, Tenn., Ju ly 26. 


Eleven Wlieeling policemen raided 
an apartment at 850 Mark Ln., and 
arrested Richard Mascarella and a 20- 
year-old female companion. 
Mascarella is charged in a Knox­ 
ville warrant with attempted murder 
of a police officer who chased Masca­ 


rella and another uni«ientified man af­ 
ter the robbery. Mascarella also was 
charged Tuesday with one felony 
count of possession of marijuana as 
well as two misdemeanor counts of 
possession of needles and syringes 
and failure to have state firearm iden­ 
tification for a .22 caliber rifle found 
in the apa tment. 
JEA N R EED , 20, of 720 Old Rand 
Rd., Lake Zurich, in the apartment at 
the time of the raid, was charged with 
possession of a controlled substance, 
which police said was an ampheta­ 
mine. 


Judge Joseph Schwaba of the Cook 
County Circuit Court set bond at 
$20,000 for Mascarella and released 
Ms. Reed on a $1,000 personal recog­ 
nizance bond. 
Three men also in the apartment at 
the time of the raid and two Des 
Plaines men, who came to visit while 
the raid w’as in progress, were re­ 
leased. 
Mascarella and an unidentified man 
allegedly robbed Gourdin’s Jew elry 
Store in Knoxville. They escaped with 
more than $16,000 worth of diamonds, 
$4,000 wwth of watches, eight trays of 


assorted jewelry and about $300 cash 
in a car reported stolen from Des 
Plaines. The second man still is being 
sought. 


THE PA IR LED a Knoxville police 
officer on a high speed chase and 
fired one shot at him. The pair es­ 
caped after the officer lost control of 
his car and went off the road.

Wheeling Township Dist. 21 has agreed to pay for rew safety 
equipment on school buses it rents from Ritzenthaler Bus Lines. 
The Dist. 21 Board of Education has decided to contribute at least 
$2,5C0 to an interdistrict effort to purchase foam padding for the 
backs of metal seats on the buses. The move to install the protec. 
tive devices was started in September by Arlington Heights Dist. 
25, which asked Dist. 21, Prospect Heights Dist. 23 and High 
School Dist. 214 to share the $13,700 cost of the seat padding. 
The foui* districts use buses supplied by Ritzenthaler, which of­ 
fered to pay for the installation of the padding if the districts 
would buy the materials. Last month the Dist. 21 board delayed a 
decision on the expenditure until Dist. 214 responds because the 
high school district would bear the largest portion of the cost for 
the equipment. The Dist. 21 board last week decided to approve 
the expense regardless of Dist. 214’s action. 
Under the arrangement originally proposed by Dist. 2."> the cost 
of the materials would be prorated between the four districts. Dist. 
21 would pay $2,500: Dist. 23, $1,200; Dist. 25, .■>2,200. and Dist. 214, 
S7,800. The Dist. 23 board, however, has indicat»xl it does not plan 
to participate in the program. This will increase the cost to the 
other districts which choose to pay for the padding, Dist. 21 Board 
Pres.

Kenneth Gill said. “ Our board is on 
record as being supponive of getting 
the job done." 
Gill said the danger of not having 


the seat backs padded is obvious and 
that something should have been done 
long ago. 
The padding is supposed to protect 
students’ heads from injury in the 
event of a collision in which their bod­ 
ies are slammed into the seats in 
front of them. Illinois law requires 
padded seat backs on ail school buses 
manufactured after September 1974. 
About 
one-third 
of 
Ritzenthaler's 
buses were purchased 
before that 
date and they do not have to comply 
with the law. 
Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert Mon­ 
day told his board the absence of seat 
back padding isn't a danger to high 
school students, but recommended the 
district pay its share “ on behalf of the 
elementary school children*’ who are 
in potential danger. 
The Dist. 214 board, however, voted 
4 to 2 not to purchase the foam pad­ 
ding despite Ritzenthaler's offer to in-

TH E BOOK, “ Mr. Raccoon and his 
Friends,” is a collection of tales con­ 
jured up by McCarthy for his children 
when they were young. The charac­ 
ters — raccoons, 
horses, 
beavers, 
squirrels, skunks, frogs — all have 
human characteristics. And it was by 
mere coincidence Ecklund was chosen 
to portray those ani.mals the way the 


one-time U.S. presidential candidate 
wanted them. 
After calling neariy KRi Chicago 
area publishers and sitting through 20 
interview's, about all lie could get 'vvas 
a job drawing three i'iustrations for a 
social studies textbook and touching 
up an educational iilnisirip.

Bist. 21 tvrapup 
Board to contribute 
toward bus padding 


Wheeling Township Dist. 21 has agreed to pay for new safety 
equipment on school buses it rents from Ritzenthaler Bus Lines. 
The Dist. 21 Board of Education has decided to contribute ut least 
$2,500 to an interdistrict effort to purchase foam padding for the 
backs of metal seats on the buses. The move to install the protec. 
tive devices was started in September by Arlington Heights Dist. 
25, which asked Dist. 21, Prospect Heights Dist. 23 and High 
School Dist. 214 to share the $13,700 cost of the seat padding. 
The four districts use buses supplied by Ritzenthaler, which of­ 
fered to pay for the installation of the padding if the districts 
would buy the materials. Last month the Dist. 21 board delayed a 
decision on the expenditure until Dist. 214 responds because the 
high school district would bear the largest portion of the cost for 
the equipment. The Dist. 21 board last week decided to approve 
the expense regardless of Dist. 214 s action. 
Under the arrangement originally proposed by Dist. 25 the co^t 
of the materials would be prorated between the four districts. Dist. 
21 would pay $2,500; Dist. 23, $1,200; Dist. 25, $2,200. and Dist. 214. 


$7,800. The Dist. 23 board, however, has indicated it does not plan 
to participate in the program. This will increase the cost to the 
other districts which choose to pay for the padding, Dist. 21 Board 
Pres. Elaine Bond said Frcday. 
The foam padding is supposed to protect students’ heads from 
injury if a collision occurs and their faces are slammed into the 
backs on all school buses manufactured after September 1974, but 
about one-third of Ritzenthaler’s buses were purchased before that 
date and they do not have to comply with the law. 


Special program grant received 


Dist. 21 has received $28,500 in federal funds to establish a junior 
high school program for children with behavioral disorders. 
Tile money is part of a $400,000 grant awarded by the federal 
government to the Northwest Suburban Special Education Organi­ 
zation to upgrade its services for handicapped children. Dist. 21 is 
one of IO area school districts belonging to the NSSEO cooperative. 
Gerald Eiffel, Dist. 21 assistant superintendent for support ser­ 
vices, said the program is needed for students who are not ade­ 
quately served by learning disabilities teachers, but whose behav­ 
ior problems are not serious enough for them to attend Gregory 
School in Mount Prospect. Gregory is operated by NSSEO for 
children with severe emotional problems.

Gill said the danger of not having

The padding is supposed to protect 
students’ heads from injury in the 
event of a collision in which their bod­ 
ies are slammed into the seats in 
front of them. Illinois law requires 
padded seat backs on ail school buses 
manufactured after September 1974.

Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert Mon­ 
day told his board the absence of seat 
back padding isn t a danger to high 
school students, but recommended the 
district pay its share “ on behalf of the 
elementary school children” who are 
in potential danger.

4 to 2 not to purchase the foam pad­ 
ding despite Ritzenthaier's offer to in­

23 officials have made 
no final decision on the issue, they are 
not likely to share in the safety equip­ 
ment purchase because they don't be­ 
lieve it's legal to use taxpayers’ mon­ 
ey to increase the value of private 
property.

Cartoonist lives dream on book’s pages

Cartooning has been James Eck- 
lund’s ambition since the day he drew 
his first sketch, at age 4, of Bozo the 
Clown. 
His experience at college, including 
a portfolio of political cartoons and 
his own comic strip creation that ap- 
peared in the student newspaper, 
gave him the chance he needed to 
perfect his talent. 
Today, although he still is searching 
for the opportunity to produce car­ 
toons, the 21-year-old Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage man couldn’t be happier. Eck- 
Jund has just completed illustrating a 
children’s book written by former 
Minnesota Sen. Eugene McCarthy. 
“ It’s really weird how everything 
bas happened,” Ecklund said as he 
thumbed through some of his old 
drawings at his home at CO Kennedy 
Blvd. “ I couldn't oelieve it when it 
happened. I still can't. I was really 
lucky. It’s nice.” 
THE BOOK. “ Mr. Raccoon and his 
Friends.” is a collection of tales con­ 
jured up by McCarthy for his children 
when they were young.

"Juvenile prostitution on increase’ 


NEW YOUK (U PI) — Since 1970, 
the number ut Midwest girls lured 
into Times Square prostitution has in­ 
creased tenfold, a Minneapolis police 
lieutenant said Tuesday. 
Lt. Garry McGaughev said seven 
years ago the Minneapolis-New York 
prostitution pipeline used to provide 
30 to 40 Midwest girls a year. Now 300 
to 400 new arrivals are selling their 
bodies on New York City streets, he 
said. 
McGaughey made his remarks at a 
ltearing of the state Select Committee 
on Crime where a number of officials 


agreed that juvenile prostitution is a 
burgeoning problem but differed on 
how to stem the tide. 
A LL IT TA KES. McGaughey said, 
is a scared, young Midwest kid — per­ 
haps with some family problems, 
drug involvement and a bit of sexual 
experience — and a smooth-talking 
pimp. 
“ Tile pimps are well schooled to 
play the distorted psyches these wom­ 
en have,” McGaughey said. “ Through 
her twisted values and twisted psyche 
she'll accept this man as her father 
image.

Sadat hopes to end 


3 decades of war 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat Tuesday told a group of U.S. 
congressmen in Cairo his visit to Jerusalem is a holy mission to 
break three decades of a vicious circle of war in the Middle East 
for the sake of future generations. “ I have no conditions and I 
intend to go to the Israelis' den to tell them the truth,” Sadat said 
of his offer to appear before the Israeli Knesset (parliament) to 
discuss his views on Middle East peace. A high-ranking Western 
diplomat said Sadat “ is determined to go through with the visit.” 


A senior Egyptian official rated the chances of the visit actually 
taking place at 80 per cent.

It ii lain*s firefighters aid troops 


Several of Britain’s 33,000 striking firefighters broke into their 
own firehouse Tuesday to get a ladder which they used to rescue a 
man trapped in a building 60 feet above ground. Parliament con­ 
vened in emergency session Tuesday to discuss what to do about 
the strike in which firefighters want a 30 per cent raise. They now 
make $118 a week. One group of striking firefighters expressed 
fear they would be fired for responding to an emergency call to 
help evacuate a flaming hospital. Three firefighters helped sol­ 
diers when fire broke out in a ninth floor apartment in London’s 
Battersea district. They advised the infantrymen and supervised 
Uie rescue of three young women and a two-year-old boy. 


S. Africa bulldozers to raze homes 


South African government bulldozers moved into position Tues­ 
day to evict and raze the ghetto homes of black men listed by the 
government as single although they may have wives and children. 
Residents have vowed to fight with “ passive resistance.” At issue 
is a 1960s law in which the white supremacist government ruled 
that the black township of Alexandra, which adjoins Johannes­ 
burg’s upper class white suburbs, should allow only single blacks 
to live there and decreed that they be housed in huge dormitories. 
The law' will take its course starting Wednesday with the eviction 
of the first of 3.000 men and the razing of their homes.

LO I* urge Carter: 


(lump energy plan 


Republicans urged President Carter Tueday night to dump his 
energy proposal and offer another plan that will “ keep America 
great” by requiring people to sacrifice less and emphasizing new 
production instead. In a televised response to the energy speech 
Carter delivered last week. Sen. Robert Packwood, R-Ore., and 
Rep. John Anderson, R-Ill., said the president’s energy plan is not 
worth salvaging. 
“ I think the president should come before this nation and say 
that the plan that he gave us last April doesn’t work *— that we 
have a newer, tougher, greater plan — and that we’re going to 
have to work 24 hours a day, 7 days a week to solve the energy 
crisis,” Packwood said. He cited a study by the congressional 
general Accounting Office, which said Carter’s program did not 
even meet the goals lie had set for increased coal production, 
more solar energy and reduced oil imports. “ Instead of the plan 
that you have given us, why not a new plan that will, indeed, keep 
America great,” Packwood said. “ In short, Mr. President, why 
not the best?” 


liearsl trial not fair: attorneys 


Attorneys for newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst Tuesday asked 
a federal appeals court for a rehearing on her bank robbery con­ 
viction, arguing that she did not get a fair trial. The 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals last month upheld her conviction, lf a 
rehearing is denied, Miss Hearst may go to the U.S. Supreme 
Court in her efforts to have the conviction reversed. With their 
petition to the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, the attorneys 
attached an effidavit saying that if the trial judge had not ruled 
that Miss Hearst could plead the 5th Amendment, she would not 
have taken the stand. Miss Hearst was convicted of robbing a San 
Francisco bank about six weeks after she was kidnapped in 1974. 
She is free on $1.2 million bail. 


I^ance refusals riled bv records 
J 


Former budget director Ber! Lance refused to give details on his 
use of a bank airplane and certain personal financial operations 
because they are the subject of federal investigations, Senate 
records showed Tuesday. The records were published by the Sen­ 
ate Governmental Affairs Committee as postscripts to its report on 
the September inquiry that led to Lance’s resignation as President 
Carter’s budget chief. 
“ Mr. Lance is unable at this time to provide detailed informa­ 
tion regarding the assets of the various partnerships which were 
placed in the blind trust,” Lance’s attorney Robert Altman said in 
a letter to the committee. “ The necessary financial records have 
been subpoenaed from the trustee by other government agencies 
and are not currently available.” Lance’s attorney also declined to 
provide further information on Lance’s use of a National Bank of 
Georgia plane in 1975 and 1976.

McGaughey said that once in New 
York, the girls go to work for tile 
pimp who brought them or else are 
sold to another pimp, usually for 
about $1,000. Their lives in New York 
are marked by physical and sexual 
brutalities at the hands of pimps de­ 
termined to keep them submissive. 
HE SAID SOME 200 pimps are 
known to be involved in the pipeline 
but in the last six years in Min­ 
neapolis, only 33 cases were brought 


against pimps because the girls are 
reluctant to testify against them. 
While witnesses at the second day 
of hearings at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce Building in Manhattan agreed 
that something had to be done about 
juvenile prostitution, they disagreed 
as to where the problem lay. 
McGaughey complained they were 
run through the criminal justice sys­ 
tem with few attempts made to place 
them in a “ sterile environment where 
they could be rehabilitated.” 
Other officials blamed New York 
police for failing to make arrests, 
prosecutors for failing to prosecute, 
difficulties in identifying under-age 
prostitutes and the lack of adequate 
facilities where they can find help.

placed three o f the bo y s o n o ne- 
y ear pro batio n, two under o ne- 
me oaiLY 
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yea r co urt superv isio n and o ne 
under six mo nths co urt super­ 
v isio n. 
That was all. Neither the bo y s 
no r their parents were o rdered 
to make restitutio n o r ev en to 
apo lo gize to the Schubrings fo r 
the crime. Only o ne parent o f 
the six cliildren has taken the in­ 
itiativ e to call the family to ex ­ 
press co ncern. 
The co urt's actio n is much to o 
lenient co nsidering the lo sses 
suffered by the Schubrings. And 
while the bo y s inv o lv ed had no 
prev io us reco rd and certainly 
sho uld no t be treated as hard­ 
ened criminals, the co urt sho uld 
hav e at least impressed o n tliem 
that their actio ns went bey o nd a 
“ cliildish prank.” 
No thing can replace so me o f 
the pho to graphs o r keepsakes 
that were destro y ed by tlie v an­ 
dals. And, perhaps, no pay ment 
fo r the damages co uld ev er co m­ 
pensate the family fo r the sho ck 
o f returning to find the damage.

E R A must 


stay within 


its deadline 


In the heat of any great struggle, it 
is always tempting to say that every­ 
thing which can be done to enhance 
the prospects for victory should be 
done. 


It ain’t necessarily so. as the cur­ 
rent battle over ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment rather pain­ 
fully illustrates. 


For those who support the ERA, 
and we number ourselves among 
them, it is virtually unthinkable that 
this last great American civil rights 
crusade should fail. 


“EQUALITY OF rights under the 
law shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any State on 
account of sex.” 


There it is, in its entirety — the sen­ 
tence which has precipitated one of 
the most baffling and bitter political 
conflicts of this century. 


Congress approved the ERA in 1972 
and 35 states have by act of their leg­ 
islatures ratified it in the years since. 
But three more are needed by March 
1979 if the amendment is to become 
part of the Constitution. 


And ERA has fallen upon hard 
times. It has become the prime target 
of millions of Americans, both male 
and female, who view it as a symbol 
of unsettling and frightening change 
in the social status quo. 


WITH FEROCIOUS AND emotional 
lobbying, opponents of the ERA have 
stopped the ratification drive in its 
tracks. Supporters of the amendment 
are understandably frustrated and 
fearful that the dream of 50 years 
may turn into a nightmare. 


That is why Rep. Elizabeth Holtz- 
man. D-N.Y.. others in the congres­ 
sional women’s caucus and the lead­ 
ership of the National Organization of 
Women (NOW) arc asking Congress 
to extend the deadline for ratification 
for another seven years. 


The Carter administration supports 
the extension. The Justice Depart­ 
ment, and a bevy Of their dis­ 
tinguished constitutional lawyers, say 
Congress has the right to do it. There 
are those who disagree, of course, but 
in all probability the Justice Depart­ 
ment is correct. It can be done. 


But should it be done.’ That is an­ 
other matter indeed, a question which 
has become a source of growing ang­ 
uish to many in the woman's move­ 
ment. The only fair answer has to be 
“no.” 


EVERY CONSTITUTIONAL amend­ 
ment adopted in the last 50 years, 
starting with the infamous Prohibition 
Amendment of 1917, carried with it 
a seven-year deadline for ratification 
by the states. 


Prior to 1917, Congress had set no 
deadlines for ratification of amend­ 
ments. Yet the longest period that 
ever elapsed between the proposal of 
a constitutional amendment by Con­ 
gress and ultimate ratification by 
three-fourths of the states was three 
years and ll months — for the 22 nd 
Amendment, guaranteeing citiens of 
the District of Columbia the right to 
vote in presidential elections. 


Opponents of ERA, led by the ever- 
voluble Phyllis SchlafSy of Illinois, are 
apoplectic over the attempt to per­ 
suade Congress to extend the ratifica­ 
tion deadline. 


With considerable justification, they 
charge that such a step would amount 
to changing the rules of the game in 
mid-play. 


REP. HOLTZMAN and her allies 
sincerely believe the extension on leg­ 
islation offers the last best hope of 
saving the ERA. Perhaps they are 
right, given the current political cli­ 
mate in the states which have not yet 
ratified the amendment. 
Yet, it doesn't seem fair. There is 
still a chance to win ratification in the 
necessary three additional states be­ 
fore the March 1979 deadline original­ 
ly set by Congress. It won’t be easy, 
but it is not impossible. 


And if it fails — so be it. Everyone 
knew the rules when Congress first 
passed the ERA, and those rules said 
ratification must come within seven 
years. Even for the best of causes, 
changing those rules now would be 
wrong.

Senate's old reputation as a hidebound 
men’s club where superannuated cod­ 
gers shuffle around contemplating, 
delaying and sometimes legislating is 
not that much out of date. 
Despite the ascendance of a crop of 
potentially powerful senators in their 
late 30s and early 40s — Joseph Bi- 
den. Sam Nunn, Paul Sarbarnes, to 
name a few — the Senate still is a 
preserve for the old and the male. 
And as recent events show, it still is 
able to put on a good filibuster. 
As for age, consider this remark­ 
able fact: of the 29 senators in history 
who have served 30 years or longer, 
six now are in the Senate. And they 
may stay for some time. 
TH E S IX . in order of seniority are: 
Jam es Eastland, D-Miss., 35 years 
and 
one 
month; 
John 
McClellan, 
D-Ark., 34 years and IO months; W ar­ 
ren Magnuson, D-Wash., 32 years and 
ll months; Milton Young, R-N.D., 32 
years and eight months; John Spark­ 
man, D-Ala., 31 years; and John Sten- 
nis , D-Miss., 30 years. 
Three of them — McClellan, Spark­ 
man and Eastland — are up for re­ 
election next year and none has ruled 
himself out. Stennis was reelected last 
year and Young and Magnuson are up 
again in 1980. 
McClellan, the oldest at 81, has the 
lcttgest continuing service on Capitol 
H ill, starting in the House in 1935. 
Magnuson, although the youngest 
member of the Senate's senior six in 
terms of age, has set a longevity 
record for chairing the same com­ 
mittee longer than anyone else in his­ 
tory. He has presided over the Com­ 
merce Committee for more than 22 
years. 
EASTLAN D IS next, having chaired 
the Judiciary Committee more than 20 
years, followed by McClellan, with 18 
years as head of the Government Op­ 
erations Committee before he left that 
post for Appropriations in 1973. 
Eastland could approach the 
all- 
time service record set by Carl Hay­ 
den of Arizona, who served 41 years 
and IO months. But to do so he would 
have to serve out another full term to 
reach the longevity record in mid- 
1984.

Thompson pointed to the Walker 
years in rationalizing his setbacks. He 
advanced the theory that Walker liked 
to scrap with the legislature and ve­

to 
promote 
those 
con­ 
frontations. Since the lawmakers be­ 


came accustomed to overrides, the 
fact they are telling him where to get 
off is not that unusual, Thompson rea­ 
soned. 
But Thompson has portrayed him­ 
self as the olive branch governor, 
willing to compromise rather than 
confront. 
Wholesale 
veto overrides 
are taking the edge off the image that 
this is the governor who has a lot of 
rapport w ith the lawmakers. 
THOMPSON M IGHT be content to 
say changing times is the reason so 
many members of his party reject his 
advice, but there is matter of lead­ 
ership at stake here. 


Thompson’s veto record might look 
better by Thanksgiving day, but cas­ 
ting Laetrile and abortion aside, be­ 
cause those are issues that should not 
be considered partisan political mat­ 
ters, a governor who cannot sustain 
his own vetoes may seem to the vot­ 
ers to be a questionable leader.

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Abercrombie & Fitch’s sell-out 
sale starts t hursday in Chicago 


Abercrombie & Fitch, active in Chi­ 
cago retailing since 1928, will begin its 
final sale Thursday, reducing all mer­ 
chandise at its Wabash Avenue store 
as pail of a chainwide liquidation 
sale. 


The doors will open at 8 a.m. in the 
Chicago store, the firm ’s second larg­ 
est after its 12-story Madison Avenue 
store in New York City. 


The store’s exotic merchandise will 
be reduced as much as 50 per cent 
and the sale will last as long as it 
takes to clear out the four-floor Chi­ 
cago location, a corporate spokesman 
in New York said. 


ABERCROMBIE & FITCH gained 
control of a Chicago sporting goods 
store. Von Langerke & Antoine, from 
1928 to 1930, keeping the store’s old 
name until 1959 when the Chicago op­ 
eration became part of the parent 
company. 


Abercrombie & Co. was founded in 
the late 1800s as a sporting goods store 
on South Street in lower Manhattan. In 
1900, Ezra H. Fitch, a young lawyer 
and avid sportsman, acquired an in­ 
terest in the store and the name be­ 
cam e Abercrombie & Fitch. 


After a series of moves, 
Aber­ 
crombie’s took over its present New 
York headquarters. A log cabin, built 
by Fitch for his New York residence, 
still stands on top of the building. 
When Abercrombie’s final sale of­ 
fering a 25 per cent to 50 per cent 
discount begins in New York m d Chi­ 
cago Thursday, sim ilar sales will be 
on at its stores in San Francisco and 
Bal Harbour, Fla. Five other Aber­ 
crombie stores were closed earlier 
this year. 


“ Since 1970, Abercrombie had a 
general lack of capitalization,” Presi­ 
dent John M. Wilson said. “ The store 
has had problems since then.”

who’s who, will be sold, Wilson said. 
No decision has been reached on 
which company will inherit the Aber­ 
crombie legacy. 


When Abercrombie has sold $8.5 
million in inventory, the store will 
close. It tot? been operating under 
Chapter XI of the bankruptcy law. 
Abercrombie’s final curtain marks 
the end of an era: Its elephant guns, 
Arctic equipment, old touring cars, 
and improbable gifts will be mere re­ 
membrances 
of 
more 
adventurous 
and elegrnt times. 


The store outfitted President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt on his African hunt. 
Herbert Hoover bought fishing tackle 
and Presidents Taft, Harding and E is­ 
enhower were ardent golf equipment 
patrons. John Kennedy ordered rock­ 
ing chairs, and Lyndon Johnson pur­ 


chased barbecue grills. Gerald Ford 
also shopped att Abercrombie for a 
wide variety of items. 


ABERCROMBIE supplied gear for 
most of the great exploration 
and 
hunting expeditions in this century. It 
equipped Admiral R. E. Peary for his 
successful discovery of the North Pole 
in 1909. Norwegian Explorer Roald 
Amundsen asked the store to outfit his 
airplane search for the North Pole. 


Even after the remote pacts of the 
globe were chartered by adventurous 
men, royalty and international sports­ 
men flocked to Abercrombie’s. 


King 
Hussein of Jordan 
bought 
deep-water fishing equipment and a 
$1,500 rod and reel. King Farouk of 
Egypt ordered shot guns. When the 
stock market took a nose dive in 1974, 
the Arab oil sheiks turned their backs 
on traditional investments and pur­ 
chased Abercrombie’s antique guns.

Coffee in short 
supply: producers 


Coffee producers at a three-day meeting of the International 
Coffee Organization warned Tuesday that the availability of coffee 
will remain low* in the next few' years. In a statement issued 
following the second day of closed-door meetings by ICO coffee 
producers, delegates from some 20 countries noted 64 million bags 
of coffee reserves have been depleted in the past 12 years. 


Nitrate, nitrite ban iii meats asked 


A coalition of consumer groups Tuesday asked the government 
for a total ban on the use of nitrates and nitrites in bacon, ham 
ani other meats, saying the cancer risk from the chemicals has 
been proven beyond a doubt. The American Meat Institute called 
the idea ‘‘ridiculous.” In a petition directed at the Agriculture 
Dept., the community nutrition institute said “ a substantial body 
of evidence conclusively demonsrates that nitrates and nitrites 
both are poisonous in themselves and form, either before or after 
ingestion, nitrosamines which are extremely potent carcinogens.” 


Industrial production up slightly 


Industrial production, a barometer of economic activity and job 
availability, rose a sluggish 0.3 per cent in October, the Federal 
Reserve Board reported Tuesday. The increase in the production 
of the nation’s factories, mines and utilities, although slightly less 
than the 0.4 per cent rise in September, still was 6.8 per cent 
ahead of October, 1976, said the nation’s central bank. 
W’hen industrial production increases, new job opportunities cpen 
for the unemployed. The industrial production gain for October 
was measured at an annual rate of 3.6 per cent, which w'ould fall 
far short of the output necessary to make the national economy 
grow faster than it did last summer. 


Soviets buy American corn 
9 


Soviet officials, who recently announced their 1977 grain harvest 
would be sm aller than expected, have bought another 601,300 met­ 
ric tons of American corn, the Agriculture Dept, said Tuesday. It 
w'as the second Soviet purchase announced in two days, strength­ 
ening administration forecasts that Russians will buy 15 million 
tons of American com and wheat in the fiscal year that began Oct. 
I. In the last fiscal year, Soviets bought 6 million tons of grain. 
The latest announcement brings known Russian orders this year to 
slightly over 3 million tons, including 1.1 million tons or 40.4 mil­ 
lion bushels of wheat and 1.9 million tons or 74.9 million bushels, of 
corn. 


Aller steelworker no-strike pact 


A dispute underlying the ongoing iron ore mine strike in Mich­ 
igan and Minnesota has led the United Steelworkers of America 
and IO major steel companies to alter a national no-strike agree­ 
ment. A main stumbling block in settling the 31,2-month strike by 
about 18,000 iron ore miners has been whether incentives are local 
in nature as the union claim s, or national in nature and covered by 
the national contract as the industry argues. The walkout is the 
first m ajor strike in the industry since 1959. 


“78 I .S. aulos lo cost 6% more 


Despite a slowing of production costs, U.S. automobile com­ 
panies will charge an average 6 per cent more for 1978 model 
cars, the sam e rate of increase as last year, the administration 
said Tuesday. The council on wage and price stability, in its an­ 
nual report on automobile price increases, also documented the 
surge in the sales of foreign-made cars. In the model year which 
ended Sept. 30, sales of imported autos climbed 40.5 per cent. It 
also suggested the American auto industry is holding down prices 
on subcompact cars this year to meet the foreign challenge. On 
the average, subcompact cars are priced at $92 below the 1977 
model price, the study said. 


AMEX lo join electronic system 


The American Stock Exchange said Tuesday it will join with 
other exchanges in an electronic linking system that will provide 
stock price information from competing markets. The intermarket 
system, first proposed by the New York and Pacific exchanges 
and later endorsed by the Philadelphia and Boston exchanges, has 
been described as a key step in the formation of a central market 
system mandated by Congress in 1975. 


J. C. Penney marks profit gain 


J . C. Penney Co., the retail giant, had a 20.3 per cent gain in 
profit in the third quarter to $1.15 a share from 97 cents a year ago 
as sales rose to $2.36 billion from $2.11 billion. Net income rose to 
$74.9 million from $62.3 million. 


Xylitol may be cancer agent: study 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Na­ 
tional Institute of Dental Health said 
Tuesday 
it 
has 
dropped 
an 
ex­ 
perimental 
program 
involving 
the 
sweetener xylitol, used in Wrigley’s 
“ Orbit” gum, because of preliminary 
findings that the substance might 
cause cancer. 


A spokesman for the Food and Drug 
Administration, which gave xylitol a 
limited clearance for use in dietary 
foods several years ago, said “ it’s too 
early to tell” if the decision will lead 
to a ban on use of the sweetener. 
“ We do not have enough informa­ 
tion to make any decision yet,” the 
spokesman said. 


THE DENTAL institute said it was 
scrapping 
a 
new 
program 
under 
which 1,000 school children were being 
given gum with xylitol to determine 
its impact on tooth decay or the lack 
of it. 
The tests were suspended because 
of preliminary information from a 
laboratory in England showing test 
animals fed the substance developed 
cancer. 
Xylitol is a nutritive sweetener, un­ 
like the artificial low-caloric sweet­ 
ener saccharin which has no nutritive 
value. 


In 1971 the FDA proposed to revoke 
use of xylitol in special dietary foods 
but a drug company asked for approv­ 
al for continued use in chewing gum, 
jam s, jellies and chewable vitamins. 
The FDA said it was in the final 
stages of deciding on that petition 
when the new information came in 
from England. 


THE AGENCY said the sweetener 
was being used in “ Orbit” under the 
still outstanding approval for use in 
special dietary foods, although it was 


not clear how' the chewing gum quali­ 
fied for that category. 
Larry Krull, a researcher as the 
Agriculture 
Department's 
Northern 
Regional Research Laboratory in Pe­ 
oria, 111., who had been working on 
the sweetener, said: “ I'm really dis­ 
appointed to hear this . . . many 
people in the industry were really 
looking to this as a way for farm ers 
to use their agriculture residues.” 
The sweetener comes from a natu­ 
rally occurring substance in 
corn 
husks, corn cobs, corn stalks and oth­ 
er material.

DETROIT (U PI) — Domestic car 
sales increased 14 per cent in the first 
IO days of November, with sm aller 
cars made by Ford Motor Co. and 
General Motors Corp. pacing the ad­ 
vance.

Staying ahead 


(N.Y.) Lighting Co. inaugurates time- 
of-day rates for 900 customers who, 
by its standards, are energy hogs. 
These persons use energy at a rate 
seven times above average, for air 
conditioning, swimming pools, heating 
large houses and so on. 


Studies by LILCO suggest that if 
these customers use electricity as be­ 
fore, the new rates will raise some 
bills by as much as 35 per cent and 
lower others by up to 26 per cent. To 
reduce a high bill, they’ll have to 
change the way they live. 


In M assachusetts, the Dept, of Pub­ 
lic Utilities has just ordered utilities 
to draw up plans for switching entire­ 
ly to time-of-day pricing. These rates 
will be mandatory for all customers. 
Several utilities already have in­ 
stituted mandatory peak-rate pricing 
for business customers. Users like de­ 
partment stores, which can’t very 


well switch to all-night openings, find 
higher 
bills 
virtually 
unavoidable 
(passed on, of course, in consumer 
prices). Some industrial companies, 
however, have set up all-night shifts 
— saving electricity by forcing some 
employes to work nights. 


ENTHUSIASTIC 
PROMOTERS of 
time-of-day pricing treat it like the 
greatest thing since Scotch Tape. But 
that all depends. What if it compels 
you or your spouse to work nights? 
What if you’re forced by high rates to 
do the wash and other household 
chores after IO p.m. 
or before 
IO 
a.m .? Such a life could be especially 
hard on women. 


Time-of-day pricing experiments in 
Vermont have used more reasonable 
hours: Peak-load rates apply'only in 
the morning and from 5 to 8 p.m. at 
night, which at least gives w'omen at 
home the afternoon to accomplish 
household chores. But it’s of little help 
to women with outside jobs. 
Jack Schenk of the Edison Electric 
Institute thinks customers should be 
able to choose between regular rates 
a n d 
t i m e - o f-day 
pricing. 
“ We 
shouldn’t rush into this kind of rate 
system for the general public,” he 
says, “ unless we know' just what 
we’re getting into.”

Investors active in trading and who 
like to manage their own accounts 
may find the Smith Barney, Harris 
Upham & Company’s new Charter Ac­ 
counts fits their needs. 


“ This is designed as an account that 
investors who want to run their own 
accounts really need and desire,” said 
Ted Read, office manager of one of 
the brokerage firm ’s Chicago offices. 


The new account, wliich the firm 
began offering to new’ customers last 
month, has the following features: 


• Weekly 
investment 
information 
bulletins p r o v i d e account holders 
with help in investment decision-mak­ 
ing. 


• Records of trading by each ac­ 
count holder are kept by the broker­ 
age firm in a form suitable for use in 
preparing income tax returns. This 
feature eliminates the need to hire an 
accountant to keep track of such 
transactions.

Heavy trading 
helps stocks to 
post broad gain 


NEW YORK (UPl) ~ Stocks, bol­ 
stered by a small bank’s cut in its 
prime lending rate, overcame early 
profit taking Tuesday to post a broad 
gain in heavy trading. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 
down nearly four points at the outset, 
rallied to gain 4.42 points to 842.78. It 
fell 7.53 points in profit taking Mon­ 
day, after climbing 29.62 points in the 
previous three sessions. 


Some analysts, pointing to last 
week’s over-all 35-point gain that end­ 
ed a 18-month slide, said the market 
may have kicked off a year-end rally 
early despite economic uncertainties. 


Southwest Bank of St. Louis sparked 
afternoon buying when it lowered its 
prime lending rate a quarter point to 
7% per cent. None of the nation’s ma­ 
jor banks acted immediately to lower 
their rates from the prevailing 7 % per 
cent level. 


BUT SOUTHWEST added to spec­ 
ulation that interest rates have lev­ 
eled off. Reports last week said New 
York banks were taking extraor­ 
dinary steps to bolster their lagging 
business loan business.

“ Taxpayers must understand that 
inflation erodes the purchasing power 
in the public sector by as much as, if 
not more than, household budgets,” 
wrote Norman Walzer in a recent is­ 
sue of the Illinois Municipal Review. 
In the article, Walzer, an associate 
professor with the University of Illi­ 
nois at Urbana, compares the munici­ 
pal index with the Consumer Price In­ 
dex from 1970 to 1976. 
SERV IC ES THAT cost the con­ 
sumer $100 in 1970 cost $146.60 in 1976, 
Walzer said. By comparison, munici­ 
palities costs increased to $151.10. 
Local finance directors agree that 
their municipalities costs are increas­ 
ing more dram atically than the pri­ 
vate sector.

Blietz said wage increases have the 
greatest impact in departments like 
police, fire and public works, where 
more than 60 per cent of the budget is

Wendland, in fact, prepares his own 
informal index. “ We {wefer to talk to 
the people we do business with to find 
out what they are planning,” he said.

The quarterback was going down. The hard-charging lineman 
could have “ touched him down,’’ but he didn’t. Instead, he mashed 
him. 
Fran Tarkenton started to get up to call another play. He started 
to get up as he done 1,000 times before, but, with a look of surprise 
much more than pain, he discovered that he couldn’t. His leg was 
broken. 
The pass receiver was running a square-out route and grabbed 
the ball in full stride, sprinting at right angles with the sideline. 
He was going out of bounds anyway, but Roger Wehrli gave him a 
helpful two-handed shove. 
TH E KIC KO FF RETURN came out to the 30. The ball carrier 
went down. Out of nowhere came the late hit. So many of them are 
unavoidable. This one was flagrant. No call. 
Two plays later, Tony Dorsett was brought down with a vicious 
necktie tackle. Perfectly legal. 
This is N FL football and it’s getting more violent with every 
injury report. 
The body count reached six quarterbacks this week, four of 
them with fractured legs including Tarkenton, who had escaped 
major injury through 17 years into the pro game. 
A SIM PLE DROPBACK play was Tarkenton’s undoing Sunday, 
a maneuver the Minnesota QB could execute in his sleep. Tarken­ 
ton’s safety record over the years speaks not only for his courage 
and agility but for his common sense. When he sees a lineman 
coming at him like a berserk lumberjack, he ducks out of the way. 
He goes down if he must. 
Sunday, Tarkenton was going down. But Cincinnati’s Gary Bur­ 
ley didn’t know that. Burley explained later that it was a clean hit 
— that he probably couldn’t have stopped even if he wanted to. 
But Burley also knew that Tarkenton has a knack for making 
linemen look foolish. How many times has The Scrambler ducked 
under a tackle (or three) only to come up throwing? Burley wasn’t 
going to let that happen to him. 
The same could be said for Wehrli, the St. Louis Cardinal cor- 
nerback, whose job depends on breaking up the pass any way he 
possibly can. It is unrealistic to suggest that Wehrli or any other 
football player should play with anything less than total abandon. 
VIO LEN CE IS AN important part of the game’s appeal. And yet, 
the ever-increasing demand for victory creates more and more 
violence until, by the sheer force of it, violence could overrun the 
game itself someday. 
Football is a violent game; it always has been. In some ways, 
the game w'as more violent 80 years ago than it is today. But it 
also can be an artistic game, a contest of brains and finesse and 
breathtaking beauty. 
The artistry is at constant odds with the violence. One is 
w’eighed against the other in a duel for the upper hand, a duel that 
is carefully monitored and frequently orchestrated by the N FL’s 
front office. Too much viol<^nce and the game becomes carnage; 
too much in the opposite direction and it becomes flag-football. 
The wizardry of a Walter Payton run — meeting bone-crunching 
tackles full force with a stubborn resolve and uncanny equipoise — 
comes closest to defining the true nature of the love-hate polarity of 
violence and artistic flair. Payton is fast and shifty and resource­ 
ful and, in some ways, durable. But one solid hit or one wrong turn 
could end his career. 
BEA R FANS WHO idolize Payton — and live a sort of fantasy 
life through his exploits — not long ago were worshiping Dick But- 
kus, a man who would destroy Payton’s ilk with one blow from iis 
forearm. 
The runner and the tackier (and the blockers) were once the key 
ingredients in football. The violence was simple and controlled, 
and penalty infractions were relatively easy to detect. 
Then came the forward pass and violence reached new heights: 
intricate and subtle methods of holding in the interior line; crack- 
back blocking; bump-and-run; head-hunting. 
Passing isn’t manly, one local high school coach has said, and in 
a perverse sense he is right. By passing the ball, the offense takes 
away the defense’s prime weapon — brute violence. A pass receiv­ 
er can run virtually unhindered for 20 or 30 yards. But protection 
for the pass receiver has steadily diminished over the years. The 
controversial one-bump rule leaves the receiver as vulnerable as a 
glass vase on a pool table. 
THE QUARTERBACK isn’t as lucky. He is a playtoy who can be 
raked over and buried and pushed into the ground like so much 
mulch. Pass-rushing is the most violent aspect of the sport, a 
bizarre charade that has been reduced to legalized bullfighting. 
Without the violence of the defense, however, the artistry of the 
offense might prevail. The balance is a tenuous one. 
Fran Tarkenton got away with his scrambling for so long that 
people tended to think of him as superhuman. 
Actually, he was just lucky.

Phil Esposito of the Hawks and B il­ 
ly Smith of the New York Islanders 
were nearly unbeatable in the nets, 
single-handedly keeping the free-skat­ 
ing game low scoring. 


Rookie right wing Mike Bussy put 
the Islanders ahead 1-0 only 37 sec­ 
onds into the final period when his 
shot from in front of the crease elud­ 
ed Esposito. Hawks’ defenseman Dal 
Tallon was sitting out a tripping call 
at the time. 


BUT THE HAWKS made the most 
of their only power play opportunity 
of the game when Ivan Boldirev 
scored the tying goal only 27 seconds 
after Islanders’ captain Clark Gilles 


was whistled for elbowing at 12:16 of 
the final period. 
From 
there, 
both 
goalies were 
called upon to make several saves on 
difficult chances to preserve the tie. 
Esposito and Smith each stopped 30 
shots during the game. 
The Hawks, w*ho have more ties 
than either wins or losses, expanded 
their Conn Smythe Division lead over 
idle Colorado to three points. They are 
5-4-7. 
Boldirev’s goal, his fifth of the sea­ 
son and the Hawks’ 10th power-play 
score, was set up by rookie Ted Bul- 
ley. He launched a shot at Smith, who 
was able to kick the puck away — 
only to have it travel to Boldirev wait­ 
ing in front of the net. 
BO LD IREV LEAD S the Hawks in 
points with 11, having scored twice in 
the last two games. 
Bossy’s goal, assisted by Bryan 
Trot tier and Denis Potvin, w’as his 


12th of the year. Nine have come in 
the last 10 games.

Agony and artistry 
collide in pro footbai! 


The quarterback was going down. The hard-charging lineman 
could have “touched him down,” but he didn’t. Instead, he mashed 
him. 
Fran Tarkenton started to get up to call another play. He started 
to get up as he done I .OOO times before, but, with a look of surprise 
much more than pain, he discovered that he couldn't. His leg was 
broken. 
The pass receiver was running a square-out route and grabbed 
the ball in full stride, sprinting at right angles with the sideline. 
He was going out of bounds anyway, but Roger Wehrli gave him a 
helpful two-handed shove. 
THE KICKOFF RETURN came out to the 30. The ball carrier 
went down. Out of nowhere came the late hit. So many of them are 
unavoidable. This one was flagrant. No call. 
Two plays later, Tony Dorsett was brought down with a vicious 
necktie tackle. Perfectly legal. 
This is NFL football and ifs getting more violent with every 
injury report. 
The body count reached six quarterbacks this week, four of 
them with fractured legs including Tarkenton, who had escaped 
major injury through 17 years into the pro game. 
A SIMPLE DROPBACK play was Tarkenton’s undoing Sunday, 
a maneuver the Minnesota QB could execute in his sleep. Tarken- 
ton's safety record over the years speaks not only for his courage 
and agility but for his common sense. When he sees a lineman 
coming at him like a berserk lumberjack, he ducks out of the way. 
He goes down if he must. 
Sunday, Tarkenton was going down. But Cincinnati’s Gary Bur­ 
ley didn’t know’ that. Burley explained later that it was a clean hit 
— that he probably couldn’t have stopped even if he wanted to. 
But Burley also knew that Tarkenton has a knack for making 
linemen look foolish. How many times has The Scrambler ducked 
under a tackle (or three) only to come up throwing? Burley wasn't 
going to let that happen to him. 
The same could be said for Wehrli, the St. Louis Cardinal cor­ 
nerback, whose job depends on breaking up the pass any way he 
possibly can. It is unrealistic to suggest that Wehrli or any other 
football player should play with anything less than total abandon. 
VIOLENCE IS AN important part of the game's appeal. And yet, 
the ever-increasing demand for victory creates more and more 
violence until, by the sheer force of it, violence could overrun the 
game itself someday. 
Football is a violent game; it always has been. In some ways, 
the game was more violent 80 years ago than it is today. But it 
also can be an artistic game, a contest of brains and finesse and 
breathtaking beauty. 
The artistry is at constant odds with the violence. One is 
weighed against the other in a duel for the upper hand, a duel that 
is carefully monitored and frequently orchestrated by the NFL’s 
front office. Too much violence and the game becomes carnage; 
too much in the opposite direction and it becomes flag-football. 
The wizardry of a Walter Payton run — meeting bone-crunching 
tackles full force with a stubborn resolve and uncanny equipoise — 
comes closest to defining the true nature of the love-hate polarity of 
violence and artistic flair. Payton is fast and shifty and resource­ 
ful and, in some ways, durable. But one solid hit or one wrong turn 
could end his career. 
BEAR FANS WHO idolize Payton — and live a sort of fantasy 
life through his exploits — not long ago were worshiping Dick But- 
kus, a man who w'ould destroy Payton's ilk with one blow from iis 
forearm. 
The runner and the tackler (and the blockers) were once the key 
ingredients in football. The violence was simple and controlled. 
and penalty infractions were relatively easy to detect. 
Then came the forward pass and violence reached new heights; 
intricate and subtle methods of holding in the interior line: crack- 
back blocking; bump-and-run; head-hunting. 
Passing isn’t manly, one local high school coach has said, and in 
a perverse sense he is right. By passing the ball, the offense takes 
away the defense's prime weapon — brute violence. A pass receiv­ 
er can run virtually unhindered for 20 or 30 yards. But Drotection 
for the pass receiver has steadily diminished over the years. The 
controversial one-bump rule leaves the receiver as vulnerable as a 
glass vase on a pool table. 
THE (QUARTERBACK isn’t as lucky. He is a playtoy who can be 
raked over and buried and pushed into the ground like so much 
mulch. Pass-rushing is the most violent aspect of the sport, a 
bizarre charade that has been reduced to legalized bullfighting. 
Without the violence of the defense, however, the artistry of the 
offense might prevail. The balance is a tenuous one. 
Fran Tarkenton got away with his scrambling for so long that 
people tended to think of him as superhuman. 
Actually, he was just lucky.

CHAMPAIGN, 111. ~ Fighting Illini 
officials watched in dismay Saturday 
as 37,697 fans braved the cold to 
watch Minnesota and Kent Kitzmann 
hand the University of Illinois its sec­ 
ond straight shutout, 21-0, and its sev­ 
enth loss in 10 games. 
Saturday the “state championship” 
game at Northwestern probably won’t 
attract half that many viewers. 
Such meager attendance figures 
aren’t exactly encouraging to athletic 
director Cecil Coleman and an athlet­ 
ic board wrestling with weighty finan­ 
cial problems. 
Frankly, they’re faced with a whop­ 
per. An anticipated $4 million is 
needed to renovate crumbling Memor­ 
ial Stadium in order to keep it play­ 
able in the 1980s. The face-lifting is 
geared to begin next spring and con­ 
tinue through three spring-summer 
seasons. 
“WE HAVE NO choice. This is 
something that has to be done,” ex­ 
plains Coleman, recuperating from 
major hip surgery but very much 
back on the job. 
“We have to solve the financial end

of it. Otherwise we could wind up 
playing all our games on the road 
someday. And 1 certainly don’t fore­ 
see that.” 
Coleman, labeled a “businessman” 
when he replaced Gene Vance as di­ 
rector, inherited an athletic depart­ 
ment which had no monetary re­ 
serves, heavy debts and a “monster” 
of a stadium which had gradually de­ 
teriorated for the better part of a half- 
century. 
He has already poured hundoreds of 
thousands of dollars into the 53-year- 
old structure for Astro-Turf, lighits 
and a variety of repairs. Now the 
time has come for the big decision. 
The stadium must be water-proofed to 
halt advanced rust and decay, and 
plans call for the sealing of the top 


side of the upper decks in 1978. The 
e n t i r e operation would continue 
through 1979 and 1980. 
“WE ARE STUDYING every pos­ 
sible means to come up with the mon­ 
ey,” said Coleman. “We can borrow 
more money, and we will hear a rec­ 
ommendation on bonding procedures. 
At the same time, we are looking for 
,state and university help (public 
funds). 
“We have reason to believe the pre­ 
sent governor (James Thompson) 
may be more favorable than the last 
one (Dan Walker),” said Coleman. 
“We intend to invite Thompson to one 
of our board meetings. Remember, 
we previously had an appropriataon 
through the House, and we had 
enough votes to get it through the Sen­ 
ate, but we pulled back because the 
governor (with ■veto power) was un­ 
sympathetic.” 
The Athletic Assn. is already paying 
$130,000 annually on a seven-figure, 
multi-year debt (to be refinanced in 
1982). At the same time, the Athletic 
Assn. is talking in over $100,000 for 
stadium repair each year via a 50- 


cent “tax” on each football ticket, 
and has also built up in Coleman’s 
last five years more than $700,000 in 
an unappropriated bank surplus. 
“WE ARE ON a sound financial 
basis,” says (toleman, “but we can’t 
accomplish the renovation alone. We 
have to get over this hump. Once that 
is accomplished. I’m confident Gary 
Moeller will have our football pro­ 
gram upgraded to a point where we 
will draw the fans necessary to sup­ 
port everything. 
“Generally speaking, we need 55,000 
fans per game to operate soundly in 
the black. We were over that figure 
until the Minnesota game.” 
To boost next season’s attendance, 
Coleman moved the Northwestern 
game up front in a modest five-game 
home schedule that does not include 
Michigan and Ohio Stote. 
The solution to a $4 million puzzle 
does not lie in the immediate schedule 
of football games. So Coleman and his 
boardmen aire searching for alternate 
means to solve the dilemma. It is a 
problem that will consume the associ­ 
ation’s administrators in the future.

The face-lifting is 
geared to begin next spring and con­ 
tinue through three spring-summer 
seasons. 
“WE HAVE NO choice. This is 
something that has to be done,” ex­ 
plains Coleman, recuperating from 
major hip surgery but very much 
back on the job. 
“We have to solve the financial end

of it. Otherwise we could wind up 
playing all our games on the road 
someday. And I certainly don’t fore­ 
see that.” 
Coleman, labeled a “businessman” 
when he replaced Gene Vance as di­ 
rector, inherited an athletic depart­ 
ment which had no monetary re­ 
serves, heavy debts and a “monster” 
of a stadium which had gradually de­ 
teriorated for the better part of a half- 
century. 
He has already poured hundreds of 
thousands of dollars into the 53-year- 
old structure for Astro-Turf, lights 
and a variety of repairs. Now the 
time has come for the bag decision. 
The stadium must be water-proofed to 
halt advanced rust and decay, and 
plans call for the sealing of the top 


side of the upper decks in 1978. The 
e n t i r e operation would continue 
through 1979 and 1980. 
“WE ARE STUDYING every pos­ 
sible means to come up with the mon­ 
ey,” said Coleman. “We can borrow 
more money’, and we will hear a rec­ 
ommendation on bonding procedures. 
At the same time, we are looking for 
,state and university help (public 
funds). 
“We have reason to believe the pre­ 
sent governor 
(James Thompson) 
may be more favorable than the last 
one (Dan Walker),” said Coleman. 
“We intend to invite Thompson to one 
of our board meetings. Remember, 
we previously had an appropriation 
through the House, and we had 
enough votes to get it through the Sen­ 
ate, but we pulled back because the 
governor (with veto power) was un­ 
sympathetic.” 
The Athletic Assn. is already paying 
$130,000 annually on a seven-figure, 
multi-year debt (to be refinanced in 
1982). At the same time, the Athletic 
Assn. is taking in over $100,000 for 
stadium repair each year via a 50- 


cent “tax” on each football ticket, 
and has also built up in Coleman’s 
last five years more than $700,000 in 
an unappropriated bank surplus. 
“WTS ARE ON a sound financial 
basis,” says Coleman, “but we can’t 
accomplish the renovation alone. We 
have to get over this hump. Once that 
is accomplished, I’m confident Gary 
Moeller will have our football pro­ 
gram upgraded to a point where we 
will draw the fans necessary’ to sup­ 
port everything. 
“Generally speaking, we need 55,000 
fans per game to operate soundly in 
the black. We wrere over that figure 
until the Minnesota game.” 
To boost next season’s attendance, 
Coleman moved the Northwestern 
game up front in a modest five-game 
home schedule that does not include 
Michigan and Ohio State. 
The solution to a $4 million puzzle 
does not lie in the immediate schedule 
of football games. So Coleman and his 
boardmen are searching for alternate 
means to solve the dilemma. It is a 
problem that will consume the associ­ 
ation’s administrators in the future.

“ I’m not saying that golfers and 
tennis players are overpaid,” Buckley 
said. “ I’m saying that professional 
bowlers are underpaid.” 
TENNIS’ LEADING money winner 
this year. Jimmy Connors, has bank­ 
rolled more than $400,000 while golf’s 
top earner, Tom Watson, has cashed 
in for $310,653. Mark Roth leads all 
bowlers with $89,083 won. 
The most glaring disparity between 
the probowling tour and its sister golf 
and tennis competition is spectator 
admission, which is dependent upon 
facilities. 
Thousands of fans are able to line

naments and completely enclose a 
tennis court, appreciably sweetening 
the pot for the players through ticket 
prices. 
A STRICT FIRE CODE ordinance 
in Glendale Heights will allow just 400 
to 500 spectators to view the proceed­ 
ings at any one time. Once the limit 
is reached, they lock the doors. 
The atmosphere at Northern Bowl is 
intimate, to say the leest. The main 
aisle is a miniature Dan Ryan Ex­ 
pressway during rush hour and the 
impromptu bleachers are filled to ca­ 
pacity. 
But it’s one of the few sports that 
permit the interaction of athlete and 
fan.

“ To be financially competitive with 
the golf and tennis tour, the answer is 
one word: Arena,” the youthful and 
stylish Ernie Schlegel said.

“ THE PLACE WILL hold 5,000 
people, which would put us in tile 


same ball park as the golfers and ten­ 
nis players.” 
But centers such as Thunderbird 
Lanes are rare in America. They're 
not profitable to own or run for tile 
proprietor who makes his living from 
the once-a-week, 137-average bowler. 
Television coverage of the finals of 
tournaments during the fall season 
have helped to increase the over-all 
purse. 
“ Sponsors are the life-line for bowl­ 
ers,” 25-year-old bachelor Frank El­ 
lenburg, of Mesa, Ariz., said, “The 
more sponsors we get, the bigger the 
pots. They hold the key to our future. 


“ WE’VE CONSIDERED televising 
the summer tour, too,” he said. “But 
tile fear is overexposure. If we beat it 
to death, nobody will care. With the 
schedule we have now, ifs still one of 
the most popular shows during the 
fall.” 
Boc kiev- offered still another source 
of revenue that would pump the bowl­ 
er’s pool to the levels of golf and ten­ 
nis. 
“ If every sanctioned bowler contrib­ 
utes one dime to the professional 
bowlers tournament, we could be 
bowling for $50,000 first prizes every 
week, too,” he said. “ But all it takes 
is one person to say ‘no’ and the idea 
is shot.” 
ELLENBURG SEEMED the least 
concerned about how much money 
was coming or where it wTas coming 
from. “ I’m doing what I like for a 
living and even though I might only 
make $12,000 a year, I’m enjoying it. 
The money will take care or itself as 
long as I attain the goals I have set 
for myself.”

There aren’t any irresponsible dog 
owners in a number of small commu­ 
nities near Los Angeles, according to 
the Gaines Dog Research Center. If 
an owner allows his dog to run free, 
the dog usually gets killed — by coy­ 
otes. 
Man’s expansion into the rolling 
foothills has put communities such as 
La Canada, Pasadena, Glendale, La 
Crascenta and Burbank in direct com­ 
petition with packs of coyotes for 
available space. People in these areas 
have had numerous encounters with 
coyotes on the street during the day. 
Trash cans, dogs and cats are the 
primary targets of the hungry pre­ 
dators. The coyote normally preys 
upon ground squirrels, rrtbbits and 
small rodents, but the eating appar­ 
ently is better \n suburbia than in the 
wilderness.

Sound vaccination program — 
With a number of new puppies com­ 
ing into homes before the Christmas 
holidays, now is a good time to con­ 
sider a good vaccination program. 
A visit to your veterinarian can help 
to establish such a program and en­ 
sure a healthy pup. There are ex­ 
cellent vaccines avaikible for canine 
distemper, a highly contagious and of­ 
ten fatal virus disease. Your puppy 
should receive the first distemper 


vaccine at 6 to 8 weeks of age and one 
or two additional vaccines before 4 
months of age, followed by annual 
boosters. 


The distemper vaccine contains in­ 
fectious hepatitis and leptospirosis 
vaccine to provide immunity against 
all three contagious diseases. 
Illinois dogs are required by law to 
receive a rabies vaccine after 4 
months of age. Continue this vaccine 
throughout the dog’s life. 
During your first visit, your veter­ 
inarian can make feeding recommen­ 
dations and outline a health program 
for your dog. Try to keep the same 
veterinarian for all your dog’s needs 
so he or she will remain familiar with 
the dog’s case history and will be able 
to detect physicial and behavioral 
changes.

“The irony is that we have many 
excellent players in the Chicago area, 
but there is no central organization or 
cohesive effort and incentive for them 
to stay here,” Anderson said. 
“ If we were to hold an annual open 
hockey tournament for these young­ 
sters at an excellent location like the 
McFetridge Ice Arena, we would 
come up with a superior team which 
could compete against its counter­ 
parts from Canada, Scandinavia, the 
Soviet Union, and other cities in the 
United States.”

Coyote threat faced in L.A. area 


There aren’t any irresponsible dog 
owners in a number of small commu­ 
nities near Los Angeles, according to 
the Gaines Dog Research Center. If 
an owner allows his dog to run free, 
the dog usually gets killed — by coy­ 
otes. 
Man’s expansion into the rolling 
foothills has put communities such as 
La Canada, Pasadena, Glendale, La 
Crascenta and Burbank in direct com­ 
petition with packs of coyotes for 
available space. People in these areas 
have had numerous encounters with 
coyotes on the street during the day. 
Trash cans, dogs and cats are the 
primary targets of the hungry pre­ 
dators. The coyote normally preys 
upon ground squirrels, rabbits and 
small rodents, but the eating appar­ 
ently is better Ll suburbia than in the 
wilderness.

Just dogs 


Sound vaccination program — 
With a number of new puppies com­ 
ing into homes before the Christmas 
holidays, now is a good time to con­ 
sider a good vaccination program. 
A visit to your veterinarian can help 
to establish such a program and en­ 
sure a healthy pup. There are ex­ 
cellent vaccines available for canine 
distemper, a highly contagious and of­ 
ten fatal virus disease. Your puppy 
should receive the first distemper 


vaccine at 6 to 8 weeks of age and one 
or two additional vaccines before 4 
months of age, followed by annual 
boosters. 


The distemper vaccine contains in­ 
fectious hepatitis and 
leptospirosis 
vaccine to provide immunity against 
all three contagious diseases. 
Illinois dogs are required by law to 
receive a rabies vaccine after 4 
months of age. Continue this vaccine 
throughout the dog’s life. 
During your first visit, your veter­ 
inarian can make feeding recommen­ 
dations and outline a health program 
for your dog. Try to keep the same 
veterinarian for all your dog’s needs 
so he or she will remain familiar with 
the dog’s case history and will be able 
to detect physicial and behavioral 
changes.

Flames Hockey 
Club pushes for 
midget tourney 


Noting that Chicago does not have a 
single team in youth hockey to repre­ 
sent the city, Robert Anderson has 
called for the establishment of a local 
midget open hockey tournament to 
halt the hockey drain of young play­ 
ers to Canada. 


Anderson is president of the Flames 
Hockey Club, which has fielded play­ 
ers from Chicago and the suburbs in 
its four youth divisions since 1973. His 
players, age 9 through 20, have trav­ 
eled throughout Europe, Canada and 
the United States, participating in 
many tournaments. 


Anderson mainly is concerned about 
players in the Midget category, age 15 
and 16, whose next logical move is to 
the Junior group, whose players are 
eligible to play hockey up to the age 
of 20. 


HE SAID when Midget players 
reach their age limit, they usually 
move to Junior teams in Canada be­ 
cause of the scarcity of good Junior 
teams in the United Stat es. It is his 
aim to stop that drain of hockey talent 
by helping field a strong junior team 
in the Chicago area. 
“ The irony is that we have many 
excellent players in the Chicago area, 
but there is no central organization or 
cohesive effort and incentive for them 
to stay here,” Anderson said. 
“ If we were to hold an annual open 
hockey tournament for these young­ 
sters at an excellent location like the 
McFetridge Ice Arena, we would 
come up with a superior team which 
could compete against its counter­ 
parts from Canada, Scandinavia, the 
Soviet Union, and other cities in the 
United States.”

For the first time m our nation’s history, nearly 2,000 
delegates -- with $5 million in federal funds behind them 
— will meet at a national women’s conference to press 
for greater equality in all phases of American life. 
That gathering is this weekend’s national Inter­ 
national Women‘s Year Conference in Houston, and the 
historic first has been marked with as much con­ 
troversy as anticipation. 
Feminists view the conference as a grass-roots drive 
to enact needed change and to provide the federal gov­ 
ernment with a blueprint for women’s equality. But a 
vehement, conservative opposition charges that the na­ 
tional conference and the 56 state and territorial meet­ 
ings that preceeded it are wastes of taxpayers money 
and nothing more than a front for radical “ women's 
libbers.” Official IW Y support of such touchy topics as 
the Equal Rights Amendment, abortion, and federally 
funded day care have enraged critics, and a showdown 
seems imminent in Houston. 
THE CONTROVERSIAL national conference got its 
start in 1975. when the United Nations proclaimed that 
year International Women’s Year and sponsored a con­ 
ference in Mexico City. More than 1.000 delegates from 
133 countries attended, 
and theii' major accom­ 
plishments included establishment of a W^orld Plan of 
Action designed to improv^e the lives of women world­ 
wide. 
In the United States. President Ford created a .Na­ 
tional Commission on the Observance of International 
Women's Year, composed of 35 private citizens and two 
members from each house of Congress. Tlie commis­ 
sion, directed to “ investigate the barriers which pre. 
vent women from full participation in the nation's life,” 
submitted a report to the president in July 1976. The 
report, “ To Form a More Perfect Union . . .'’ included 
115 recommendations and serv^ed as the backbone for 
the preliminarv’ state meetings, which along with the 
national conference were financed by Public Law 94-167 
in late 1975. 
The commission report was debated, revised, and 
\’oted on by nearly 140,000 participants on the state lev­ 
el. A synthesis of that rei»rt, original state recommen­ 
dations and later Commission proposals will be pre-

sented at Houston as the National Plan of Action 
Opposition to IW T and the conference has centered on 
several fronts, and its leaders come from such diverse 
groups as Phyllis Schlafly's right-wing Eagle F'onim, 
the Mormon Church and the Ku Klux Klan. Most Ofipo- 
nents agree that the $5 million in VNY funding is a>iotii- 
er example of irresponsible government spending; that 
IW Y proposals are too dependent on federal fundijig 
and that “ pro-family” women are not fairly represented 
either in the National Commission or in the Houston 
delegations. 
¡MRS. SCHL.^FLY has been at the forefront of the 
fight against passage of the ERA and the IW Y confer­ 
ence. In her August 1977 Phyllis Schlafly Report. 
A Front for Radicals and Lesbians,*’ she 
charges that “the IW Y conferences serve as a iron, to 
give media exposure and respectability to radicals, les­ 
bians and misfits who want to agitate for their antifam­ 


ily goals at the taxpayer's expense. 
"The majority of the IWT state conferences were 
characterized by rigged elections, ruthless parlia­ 
mentary tactics, and the railroading of pre-sci ipted 
IWT resolutions.” Mrs. Schlafly wrote. “ The anoganl 
attitude of most IW'Y officials was . . . if you do not 
support IWY goals, you have no right to attend.” 
The conservative, “ pro-family” opposition has made 
more thaji complaints. In Illinois, 24 “ anti-IWT*’ dele­ 
gates were elected out of 58 at the IW Y state confer­ 
ence in Normal last June. The minority submitted its 
own final report to Washington, detailing irregularities 
throughout the two-day conference. 
On a national level, the “ antis” elected significant 
numbers in several states, among them Mississippi, 
which will be represented in Houston by an ail-white 
delegation, including five men. The National Commis­ 
sion has formally denied all challenges to elect state 


delegates, but conseiwative North Carolina Sen. Jesse 
Helms has conducted ad hoc hearings on IW Y's 
“ fraudulent election and voting procedures” with the 
intent of prohibiting future conference funding. 
The anti-IWY furor hasn't gone unnoticed by feminist 
leaders, who suspect that extreme right-wing groups 
have joined forces to discredit the women’s movement 
and increase theii' influence on other social issues. 
They object to the “ disruptive tactics” used at the 
IWY state meetings, and charge that members of such 
groups as the John Birch Society, Conservative Caucus 
and Ku Klux Klan have worked together to break up the 
conference activities. 
“ TH ERE’S ABSOLUTELY a right-wing coalition 
working against IW Y,” said State Rep. Susan Catania, 
R-Chicago, the chairwoman of Illinois’ IWY Coordinat­ 
ing Committee. “ Here in Normal, men were directing 
groups of women on the floor, and tlie Mormon Church 
instructed their women to come. 
“ Controversy in itself isn't a bad tiling at all.” she 
continued. “ Like the opposition to the ERA. it forces 
people to think about the issues. But many of these 
people come only to disrupt.” 
But Rosemary Thomson. Illinois director of the Eagle 
Forum and national director of the IWT Citizens Re­ 
view Committee, says the right-wing coalition charges 
are “ ridiculous.” 
"They accuse us of being right-wing extremists be­ 
cause we don't agi'ee with their goals.” she said. “ I, 
person ally, am a conservative, but there are a lot of 
lilieral Democrats in tlie Right-to-Life fight. 
“ It's unrealistic to asume that only pro-ERA women 
can run a conference . . . and there’s no doubt that 
lesbians have had a great influence as well.” 
Despite the charges and countercharges, liistory’s 
first national women’s conference will go on as sched­ 
uled. Activities for nondelegates — estimates range 
from 15 to 10,000 — will include a vaiiety of events from 
the arrival of a cross country torch rally fled by Billie 
Jean King) to a hearuig on the impact of nuclear and 
strategic arms. 
There will be a day-long women's film festival, train­ 
ing sessions on shelters for battered wives and women 
in politics, and talks by prominent women in govern­ 
ment. 
.lOIMNG WOMEN who have never before attended a 
conference will be such celebrities as First Lady 
Rosaljmn Cai’ter, Former First Lady Betty Ford. Co- 
retta Scott King, Gloria Steinem and actress Jean 
StapleLon. 
I\\T supporters are confident them National Plan of 
.Action will emerge from the fracas as a positive guide­ 
line for women’s rights; opponents hope to draw media 
attention to their complaints, even if their small num­ 
bers (estimated at between 300 and 400 elected dele­ 
gates) preclude victory. 
A c c o r d i n g to State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights, a member of the Illinois coordinat­ 
ing committee and a delegate, it is a mistake for either 
opponents or proponents to consider the conference “ a 
black and white, open and shut issue.” 
“ I anticipate a lot of diversity, because there are a 
lot of very different proposals here,*’ Mrs. Chapman 
said. “ One thing's for sure . . . it will be an interesting 
weekend.” 


Foc us to be on National Plan of Ac tion for ERA 


The major focus of the up­ 
coming National W’omen’s Confer­ 
ence will be the National Plan of 
.Action, a 38-page report calling 
for passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment and outiining moie 
than 100 proposals to end dis­ 
crimination against women. 
The proposed plan, which will 
be debated and voted on by nearly 
2.000 delegates in Houston this 
weekend, contains recommenda­ 
tions approved at a majority of 
the 56 state and territorial meet­ 
ings conducted earlier this year. 
Other 
proposals 
include 
those 
\’oted on by 10 or more state 
meetings, as well as recommen­ 
dations made by tne National 
Commission on the Observance of 
Inteniational Women’s Year last 
month. 
Following approval by the con­ 
ference delegates the plan will be 
presented to Congress and to 
President Carter. The President 
is required to give Congress his 
recommendations for action by 
March 1978. 
The plan includes proposals on 
26 issues of concern to women. 
Among the

ERA ratification: federal funding

grams. support of abortion and its 
continued funding under Medicaid 
and other government programs; 
and establishment of a cabinet- 
level W^omen’s Dept, to coordinate 
existing women’s programs.

Feminists view the conference as a grass-roots drive 
to enact needed change and to provide the federal gov­ 
ernment with a blueprint for women's equality.

T am 73 and with the exception of arthritis, am in good health. 
The other thing is a few vers ago I began experiencing episodes of 
rapid heart beats. Usually these come on at night. I awaken with a 
sensation of laborious beats which go into palpitations and finally 
become so rapid I wonder how' my heart can take them. My doctor 
tells me he can find nothing wrong with my heart. He prescribed 
Butisol which seems to work all right, but the palpitations have to 
run their course, lasting probably three to five minutes. These 
attacks are infrequent, but occur every three to four months. 


Some people do have attacks of rapid heail action and do not 
have any heart disease. You would be unusual at your age not to 
have some changes in your arteries, but any change you have may 
not be related to your attacks. 


Palpitations or extra beats often precede an attack of rapid 
heart action. The irritable spot in the heart that causes the attacks 
first causes extra beats or palpitation, then the spot takes over the 
electrical action of the heart and may cause the episode. 


These may be of short duration as in youi* case, or they may be 
more sustained. Some require medical treatment, and others stop 
spontaneously as if nothing had happened. 


It makes some difference where the spot in the heart is located 
that stalls the palpitation and the attack of rapid beats. The only 
w’ay to tell is by obtaining an electrocardiogram during the attack 
and with infrequent attacks such as you have this is often almost 
impossible. 


Almost everyone has some palpitations at times or what people 
describe as the heart skipping a beat, but a much smaller number 
actually have attacks of rapid heart action. 


The Butisol is a sedative and helps you tolerate the short attack 
better. There are medicines that can be used to control the attacks 
if they become more severe or frequent and ai'e needed. 


Special to readers; In my column of September 27 I referred to 
the drug cimetidine (Tagmet) as not being available for pre­ 
scriptions in the United States. However, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration approved the drug in an unusually short period of 
time. 


Dr. Mai-ion Fmkel of the FDA stated that it usually takes 22 
montlis for approval of a new drug. But, “ good foreign data 
allowed the drug to be available here earlier than usual.” she said. 
Hence, Tagmet is now available to the public as a prescription 
item. The primary use of this di'ug is in the treatment of peptic 
ulcers.

I ani 73 and with the exception of arthritis, am in good health. 
The other thing is a few vers ago I began experiencing episodes of 
rapid heart beats. Usually these come on at night. I awaken with a 
sensation oi laborious beats which go into palpitations and finally 
become so rapid I wonder how my heart can take them. My doctor 
tells me he can find nothing wrong with my heart. He prescribed 
Butisol which seems to work all right, but the palpitations have to 
run their course, lasting probably three to five minutes. These 
attacks are infrequent, but occur every three to four months. 


Some people do have attacks of rapid heart action and do not 
have any heart disease. You would be unusual at your age not to 
have some changes in your arteries, but any change you have may 
not be related to your attacks. 


Palpitations or extra beats often precede an attack of rapid 
heart action. The irritable spot in the heart that causes the attacks 
first causes extra beats or palpitation, then the spot takes over the 
electrical action of the heart and may cause the episode. 


These may be of short duration as in your case, or they may be 
more sustained. Some require medical treatment, and others stop 
spontaneously as if nothing had happened. 


It makes some difference where the spot in tile heart is located 
that starts the palpitation and the attack of rapid beats. The only 
way to tell is by obtaining an electrocardiogram during the attack 
and with infrequent attacks such as you have this is often almost 
impossible. 


Almost everyone has some palpitations at times or what people 
describe as the heart skipping a beat, but a much smaller number 
actually have attacks of rapid heart action. 


The Butisol is a sedative and helps you tolerate the short attack 
better. There are medicines that can be used to control the attacks 
if they become more severe or frequent and are needed. 


Special to readers: In my column of September 27 I referred to 
the drug cimetidine (Tagm et) as not being available for pre­ 
scriptions in the United States. However, tile U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration approved the drug rn an unusually short period of 
time. 


Dr. Marion Finkel of the FDA stated that it usually takes 22 
months for approval of a new drug. But, “ good foreign data 
allowed the drug to be available here earlier than usual.” she said. 
Hence, Tagmet is now available to the public as a prescription 
item. The prim ary use of this drug is in the treatment of peptic 
ulcers.

PITTSBURGH — Lay hy pno tists 
acro ss the natio n o ffer simplistic 
mind-o v er-matter so lutio ns to pain, 
nerv es and o besity all to o attractiv e 
to the desperate and uninfo rmed. 
Ralph Gro ssi, a natio nally kno wn 
Pittsburgh hy pno tist v ^o se metho ds 
hav e stirred co ntro v ersy , pro mises to 
help peo ple lo se weight, sto p smo king 
and eliminate bad habits in fo ur sho rt 
v isits. He also say s he helps so me 
regress to a prev io us life. 
“ I’v e hy pno tized 100,000,” Gro ssi 
bo asts. “ Ninety per cent lo se o v er 10 
po unds the first week.” 
HYPNOSIS, HE ex plains, reinfo rces 
a co nscio us desire with the ^bco n- 
scio us. His subjects testify the metho d 
wo rks. Pro fessio nal psy cho lo gists say 
the bad habit may be eliminated, but 
the attitudes that led to it remain. 
Gro ssi learned hy pno sis fro m a 
Wo rld War II army buddy , and has 
since added a “ do cto r o t psy cho lo gy ” 
degree thro ugh 
a 
co rrespo ndence 
co urse fro m Neo tarian Co llege o f 
Kansas City , Mo ., a no naccredited in­ 
stitutio n. 
Despite a lack o f medical training, 
Gro ssi has built a lucrativ e practice 
in hy pno sis clinics in Pennsy lv ania, 


Ohio and West Virginia. He charges 
$59 fo r fo ur v isits — no nrefundable 
and pay able at the first v isit. The 
charge to be “ age-regressed” to a 
prev io us life is $75. 
The natio nal and lo cal so cieties o f 
clinical hy pno tists — health pro fes­ 
sio nals with an M.D., DDS, o r Ph.D. 
in psy cho lo gy — assail Gro ssi fo r his 
n o n m e d i c a l backgro und and his 
grandio se pro mises. 
“ He’s a co n man o ut fo r a buck,” 
said Dr. Russell Sco tt, president o f 
the Western Pennsy lv ania So ciety o f 
Clinical Hy pno sis, “ The man is a 
charlatan prey ing upo n peo ple who 
can least affo rd to be v ictimized. 
“ I wo uld nev er make a referral to 
Gro ssi. The po sitio n o f the American 
Medical Assn. and the American Psy ­ 
chiatric Assn. is that under no cir­ 
cumstances sho uld any pro fessio nal 
make a referral to a lay hy pno tist.” 
DR. KAY THOMPSON, who is the 
immediate past president o f the 
American So ciety o f Clinical Hy p­ 
no sis, no ted the United States is o ne 
o f o nly three natio ns that do ^ no t re­ 
strict hy pno sis to the health fields. 
She estimated there are 4,000 lay 
hy pno tists natio nwide — abo ut half in 
Califo rnia and 400 in Pennsy lv ania. 
The so ciety “ wo uld like to see hy p­ 


no sis limited to tho se peo ple trained 
pro fessio nally in the healing arts. 
Stage hy pno sis — and the kind o f stuff 
Gro ssi do es — wo uld be ruled o ut,” 
Sco tt said. 
Lay hy pno tists “ are no t qualified to 
do the v ast majo rity o f things Gro ssi 
say s he do es,” Sco tt said, but they ’re 
o rganized into a unio n affiliated with 
the AFLrCIO so “ it’s v ery difficult to 
deal with.” 
“ Hy pno sis is the o nly to o l Gro ssi 
has,” Tho mpso n said. “ He’s no t quali­ 
fied to reco gnize o r treat any related 
sy mpto ms o f o besity . 
“ Any bo dy can be a hy pno tist,” she 
said. “ If y o u hav e a go o d subject y o u 
are a go o d hy pno tist.” 


GROSSI ADMITS he o nly mo tiv ates 
peo ple “ to do what they already want 
to do .” 
But he dismissed the charges o f 


Tho mpso n and Sco tt as jealo usy “ be­ 
cause I am so successful. 
“ I am a hy pno therapist rather than 
just a psy cho lo gist,” he said. 
“ I do therapy but no t asi a psy ­ 
chiatrist wo uld do it. Yo u say , T am 
nerv o us.’ I say to y o u, “ Yo u are no t 
go ing to be nerv o us.’ ” 
Gro ssi said he has regressed 6,000 
perso ns to a prev io us life, including 
so me o n natio nal telev isio n. 
He regressed Do nna Panzo , a Char­ 
lero i, Pa., ho usewife who described 
herself as a Bulgarian in the 19 th Cen­ 
tury and spo ke her language. 
H o w e v e r , Nkk Jo rdano ff, who 
spo ke Bulgarian as his first language, 
said o f what she was say ing, “ It’s no t 
any language I’v e ev er heard. I think 
it’s just no nsense wo rds that may be to 
her so und fo reign.”

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Should lay hypnotists be banned? 


by KAREN SOUTHWICK 


PITTSBURGH — Lay hypnotists 
across the nation offer simplistic 
mind-over-matter solutions to pain, 
nerves and obesity all too attractive 
to the desperate and uninformed. 
Ralph Grossi, a nationally known 
Pittsburgh hypnotist w h o s e methods 
have stirred controversy, promises to 
help people lose weight, stop smoking 
and eliminate bad habits in four short 
visits. He also says he helps some 
regress to a previous life. 
“I’ve hypnotized 100,000,’* Grossi 
boasts. “Ninety per cent lose over IO 
pounds the first week.” 
HYPNOSIS, HE explains, reinforces 
a conscious desire with the subcon­ 
scious. His subjects testify the method 
works. Professional psychologists say 
the bad habit may be eliminated, but 
the attitudes that led to it remain. 
Grossi learned hypnosis from a 
World War II army buddy, and has 
since added a “doctor of psychology” 
degree through 
a 
correspondence 
course from Neotarian College of 
Kansas City, Mo., a nonaccredited in­ 
stitution. 
Despite a lack of medical training, 
Grossi has built a lucrative practice 
in hypnosis clinics in Pennsylvania, 


Ohio and West Virginia. He charges 
$59 for four visits — nonrefundable 
and payable at the first visit. The 
charge to be “age-regressed” to a 
previous life is $75. 
The national and local societies of 
clinical hypnotists — health profes­ 
sionals with an M D., DDS. or Ph.D. 
in psychology — assail Grossi for his 
n o n m e d i c a l background and his 
grandiose promises, 
“He's a con man out for a buck,” 
said Dr. Russell Scott, president of 
the Western Pennsylvania Society of 
Clinical Hypnosis. “The man is a 
charlatan preying upon people who 
can least afford to be victimized. 
“I would never make a referral to 
Grossi. The position of the American 
Medical Assn. and the American Psy­ 
chiatric Assn. is that under no cir­ 
cumstances should any professional 
make a referral to a lay hypnotist.” 
DR. KAY THOMPSON, who is the 
immediate past 
president of the 
American Society of Clinical Hyp­ 
nosis. noted the United States is one 
of only three nations that does not re­ 
strict hypnosis to the health fields. 
She estimated there are 4,000 lay 
hypnotists nationwide — about half in 
California and 400 in Pennsylvania. 
The society “would like to see hyp­ 


nosis limited to those people trained 
professionally in the healing arts. 
Stage hypnosis — and the kind of stuff 
Grossi does — would be ruled out,” 
Scott said. 
Lay hypnotists “are not qualified to 
do the vast majority of things Grossi 
says he does.” Scott said, but they’re 
organized into a union affiliated with 
the AFL-CIO so “it's very difficult to 
deal with.” 
“Hypnosis is the only tool Grossi 
has,” Thompson said. “He’s not quali­ 
fied to recognize or treat any related 
symptoms of obesity. 
“Anybody can be a hypnotist,” she 
said. “If you have a good subject you 
are a good hypnotist.” 


GROSSI ADMITS he only motivates 
people “to do what they already want 
to do.” 
But he dismissed the charges of 


Thompson and Scott as jealousy “be­ 
cause I am so successful. 
“I am a hypnotherapist rather than 
just a psychologist,” he said. 
“I do therapy but not as a psy­ 
chiatrist would do it. You say, ‘I am 
nervous.’ I say to you, “You are not 
going to be nervous.’ ” 
Grossi said he has regressed 6,000 
persons to a previous life, including 
some on national televLsion. 
He regressed Donna Panzo. a Char­ 
leroi, Pa., housewife who described 
herself as a Bulgarian in the 19th Cen­ 
tury and spoke her language. 
H o w e v e r , Nick Jordanoff, who 
spoke Bulgarian as his first language, 
said of what she was saying, “It’s not 
any language I've ever heard. I think 
it's just nonsense words that maybe to 
her sound foreign.”

Th e p atron age an d p ayoffs, th e ru le with an ii'on 
fist an d man ip u lative lead ersh ip th at d istin gu ish es 
S k effin gton ’s reign is ch aracteristic of at least on e 
b ig city mach in e. 
Bu t, Sk effing ton, as the 53-y ear-old O’Connor por. 
tray s him. g i’opes to reconcile his personal affairs 
and win a clean, honest fig ht at the polls in what he 
k nows to be the twilig ht of his life. 
Old friends he has long since forg otten denou nce 
him in pu blic, the city 's long -time Catholic cardinal 
opposes him becau se of the u northodox lov e affair 
the widowei' has carried on with a jou rnalist play ed 
with spu nk and spite by Mariette Hartley , and Sk ef­ 
fing ton's arch enemy , a wealthy bank er, pu lls the 
ru g of financial stability from beneath him. 


ALTHOUGH HE LOSES the battle to maintain his 
seat of au thority . Sk effing ton emerg es the v ictor in a 
more worthwhile, lasting endeav or. 
Before dy ing from a heart ailment that he has long 
k ept secret, the elder statesman comes to terms with 
his estrang ed son wiio is bitter ov er his father’s ab­ 
sence du ring his childhood and his parents’ split be­ 
fore his mother’s death. 
It is sad that the altorney -son, Robert, play ed by 
Patrick Wa>me, only comes to appreciate the charm­ 
ing , sentimental natu re of his father in the final 
hou rs of the old man's life. Bu t, the son pledg es to 
cany on his father's work and inherit the political 
empire, ending the show on a note of teai’v -ey ed 
hope.

The project ju st happened to fall into his produ c­ 
tion company 's lap and was not a calcu lated mov e 
by O'Connor to prepare the pu blic for accepting him 
in roles other than that of Archie in “All in the 
Family ,” which is in its eig hth and final season. 
“ I don't mind being l)est k nown for play ing Archie, 
I’m prou d of it.

O'Connor’s 1956 bestseller in the fashion of an old- 
time television drama that is suitable fare for the 
Hallmark Hall of Fame Showcase at 7 p.m. today on 
Channel 5. 
Viewers are introduced to the fictitious Boston 
Mayor Frank Skeffington as his 12-year career as a 
big city boss takes a downward turn although he has 
announced his plans to run for re-election to a fourth 
term. 


HAD WE BEEN INVITED to look in on this flam­ 
boyant politician IO years earlier, it might be more 
difficult to empathize with his situation. 
The patronage and payoffs, the rule with an iron 
fist and manipulative leadership that distinguishes 
Skeffington’s reign is characteristic of at least one 
big city machine. 
But, Skeffington, as the 53-year-old O’Connor poi’, 
trays him. gropes to reconcile his personal affairs 
and win a clean, honest fight at the polls in what he 
knows to be the twilight of his life. 
Old friends he has long since forgotten denounce 
him in public, the city's long-time Catholic cardinal 
opposes him because of the unorthodox love affair 
the widower has carried on with a journalist played 
with spunk and spite by Mariette Hartley, and Skef- 
fington's arch enemy, a wealthy banker, pulls the 
rug of financial stability from beneath him 


ALTHOUGH HE LOSES tile battle to maintain his 
seat of authority. Skeffington emerges the victor in a 
more worthwhile, lasting endeavor. 
Before dying from a heart ailment that lie has long 
kept secret, the elder statesman comes to terms with 
his estranged son who is bitter over his father's ab­ 
sence during his childhood and his parents’ split be­ 
fore his mother's death.

THE TONE OF THE story’ and the theatrical char­ 
acterization that O'Connor brings to what might 
have otherwise been a superficial, plastic portrayal 
is what makes “ The Last Hurrah" worth watching. 
The production marks O'Connor’s debut as a tele­ 
play writer and he shares the title of executive pro­ 
ducer of the show’ with his partner, Terry Becker, of 
O’Connor-Becker Productions. 
O’Connor admits having drawn from the manner 
of charismatic big city bosses like the late Richard 
J. Daley for his own version of Skeffington. He has 
generally left his character of Archie behind in the 
role, although there are occasional glimpses of the 
bigoted blue-collar breadwinner in O’Connor's ges­ 
ture and speech. 
“ Edwin O’Connor wrote his book about the last 
campaign of a politician who he felt was a dying 
breed I took the opposite point of view with the

story because I feel that as long as we have an 
urban democratic system, there will always be big 
city bosses like Skeffington.”

The project just happened to fall into his produc­ 
tion company's lap and was not a calculated move 
by O’Connor to prepare the public for accepting him 
in roles other than that of Archie in “ All in the 
Family,*’ which is in its eighth and final season. 
“ I don't mind being best known for playing Archie, 
I’m proud of it. He comes right out of the main­ 
stream of American life.
